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Agricultural Summary 

Montana experienced light precipitation during the month 
of December, with most cities receiving below normal 
amounts of rain and snow. Thompson Falls received the 
highest amount of accumulated precipitation at 3.11 
inches. Stanford had the high temperature for the month 
at 64 degrees, and West Yellowstone reached down to 
negative 37 degrees. Topsoil moisture adequate and 
surplus is 67%, below last month's 71% and last year's 
72%. Subsoil moisture adequate and surplus, at 41%, is 
below last month's 53% and last year's 47%. 

The weather outlook for January 1 0th through the 1 6th is 
for below normal temperatures and above normal 
precipitation both east and west of the continental divide. 
Normal temperatures for this period in the state are 
highs in the upper teens to the mid 30s and lows ranging 
from zero to the mid teens.
